Names of Livestock Breeders of Ne- 


braska Compiled by the State De- 


partment of Agriculture. 


. \Vith the object of promoting the 
Interests of the 'pure-bred"livestock 
industry, the state department of 
agriculture has just recently finished 
the compilation of a livestock direc- 
tory which contains the names of the 


, breeders of pure-bred livestock in Ne- 
braska- The directory is now in the 
hands of\he printer and will be ready 
for distribution within the next week 
or ten days according to information 
just, given out by Leo Stuhr, secretary 
of agriculture. 
This directory ^is the first of Its 


kind to be issued to Nebraska and is 
intended to furnish information which 
will enable breeders arid~ buyers to 
get in closer touch with one another 
and will facilitate, the distribution of 
pure-bred livestock generally within 
the state. The Issuance of the direc- 
tory was prompted by a demand on 
the part of the breeders of the state 
for a source ot information as com- 
plete and accurate as could be se- 
cured. An effort »as made to include 
every breeder within -the state, but in 
some cases the desired information 
was refused, while a few other breed- 
ers' names will fail to appear thru 
oversight during the-work of compil- 


ing. For these reasons the directory 
will not measure up to the point of j 
absolute accuracy. 
I 


A total of 3,606 names of breeders , 


in all parts of the state is listed in 
the directory. Breeders of cattle are 
most numerous, totaling 1,653. Swine 
breeders are next with a total of 1,633, 
while 249 are breeders of horses «and 
seventy-one of sheep. 


Of the breeds of cattle Shorthorns 


predominate, being represented by 579 
breeders, with Herefords next by 373. 
Holsteins far outrank other breeds of 
dairy cattle and are listed by 203 
breeders. Jerseys are listed by eighty- 
four breeders 
and 
Guernseys by 


twenty-six, while there is only a 
sprinkling of the various other breeds 
of dairy cattle. 
Percheron breeders are most numer- 


ous in the horse class, there being 172 
as compared with seventy-seven for 
all other breeds. 
Shropshire sheep breeders number 


fifty-two out of a total of seventy-one 
for" all breeds combined. 


Poland China4 breeders number 595, 


Duroc Jerseys 528, while Chester 
White, Hampshire and Spotted Poland 
Chine breed'ers number 127, 177 and 
190 respectively, with a total of eight- 
teen breeders of all other types of 
hogs.

ECIPfes for old-fashioned calces 
came from England in the early 
days to colonial housewives, and 


many of them are stflf tn use. Robust 
appetites, which ar* needed to really 
enjoy these plainer foods, seem to have 
ffrown .more scarce, yet the following

Beat these ingredients until they 
are well mixed, then turn them In to a 
pan lined with buttered paper, and bake 
in a moderate oven for abou{ three 
hoars. Try with a ofoora splint.

The latter one reqnlres less lumber 


and is perhaps the easiest to build, so 
I will give it first, but I am inclined 
to think that my own method is prob- 
ably stronger. For the mast advocated 
by Kendall and Koehler they use three 
layers of board, the boards being ordl' 
nary sixteen-foot pieces of lumber one 
inch thick and three Inches wide. 


They are put together in what is 


known as laminations"—that is, the 
mast is made up of three layers of 
these boards screwed together 
The 


illustration sho^ the method by 
which this is done without having any 
two joints come close together. 
It 


making up the mast it is wise to nai 
the boards together with light nails 
first and then to screw them with 
strong brass screws which will no 
rust and then to draw out the nail! 
to prevent rust eating into the wood 
at this point. 
It is al«<o wise to give all of the 
boards a good coat of paint before put- 
ting them together, as this-will make 
'them last almost indefinitely in any 
kind of weather 


at the middle and at the top, and eacli 
piy wire should have a strain in- 
tulator about the middle of it. It is 
also wise to have a turn buckle at the 
ower end, so as to take up any slack 
that may develop and keep the mast 
guyed so tightly that there will be no 
:endency to swing in a wind. 
"Built in this way this method gives 


you a solid pole three inches by three 
inches and you can make it anywhere 
from twenty-five to forty feet in 
height, cutting your boards to suit. 


It will not make much difference 


what length you cut them, ae long as 
you Avoid bringing .any two joints 
within about two feet of each other.

PARIS, Dec,. 25.—France renounced 


intention of occupying the Ruhr at an 
extraordinary session of the cabinet 
presided over by Premier Poincare on 
the eve of Christmas, it was learned 
on high authority today. 


Instead, the French will propose es- 


tablishment of a customs barrier be- 
tween the Rhineland, Ruhr and Ger- 
many, without annexation. Military in- 
tervention, according to 
the new 
scheme evolved by Poincare's govern- 
ment would in this case be reserved 
tor protection of the customs controll- 


The French plan, while constituting 


a back-down from the stand of the die- 
hards that the Ruhr valley must be 
occupied, and 
eventually annexed, 


would place the allies, if they joined 
in the scheme, and Prance alone if 
they did not, in a position to levy a 
considerable duty on all German rev- 
enues obtained from the rich Rhine- 
lands.

•This is the only manner In. which 


France can hop* to be paid," the au- 
thority informing the press of the new 
plan commented. 
Eventualities which might arise 


following resumption of this confer- 
ence were considered, it 
was an- 


nounced, as well as the possibility of 
Germany defaulting on payments due 
January 15.

"The ministers examined anew the 


question of reparations and sanctions,
